Of the students attending Hart- 
nell last spring, 27 per cent were 
enrolled in the lower division, 38 
per cent in general college (of 
which 57 per cent are preparing 
for lower division), and 35 per cent 
in the occupational division. Of 
these students, 95 per cent are high 
school graduates, while the others 
are special students. Males out- 
numbered females, 64 per cent to 
36 per cent, with 88 per cent of 
the total indicating lifetime resi- 
dence in one of 22 states, and the 
other 12 per cent from Hawaii, 
Philippines, Germany, Switzerland, 
Japan, Italy, and Liberia. 

Replies for the alumni division 
were received from former students 
for every year back to and includ- 
ing 1928. Of those who replied, 48 
per cent were graduates, 23 per 
cent transferred to four-year uni- 
versities (California, San Jose State, 
Stanford, Cal Poly, U.S.C., Santa 
Barbara State, and U.C.L.A., in that 
order), 10 per cent took jobs be- 
fore graduating, 5 per cent went 
to the armed forces, 5 per cent quit 
for financial reasons, 2 per cent 
quit because of immaturity, 1 per 
cent changed residence, and the 
remaining 1 per cent quit _ be- 
cause of poor health.

Just ‘a few short weeks from now Hartnell College stu- 


dents will be given an opportunity to help the men in the}| 


service. This opportunity is in the form of a blood drive 


being sponsored here. 


One has only to read the daily papers to see that there is 


an urgent need for blood not only 
on the battlefield but ‘here in the 
United States. 

Students who are receiving draft 
deferments while going to college 
are often referred to as “worth- 
less” so far as our national defense 
effort goes. Now those students 
have a chance to help. That help 
can be given through the Red 
Cross blood program. From those 
students who “haven't got the 
time” or “don’t quite know what 
the after-effects might be” the Red 
Cross needs blood mostly. After 
these slightly tenacious persons see 
just how little time it takes and 
how easy it is to give they will be- 
come regular contributors. 

This blood does not only mean 
aid to the men in Koreas It could 
save a life, your life, here at home. 
Raw blood or plasma is always 
kept on hand for any emergencies 
that may arise. Many of us know 
of persons who have been in acci- 
dents or have suffered from polio 
and know how important extra 


blood was in the recovery of those 
persons. The Red Cross undoubt- 
edly came through in those emer- 
gencies. 

An atomic attack too would ne- 
cessitate the use of hundreds of 
pints of blood plasma. With all 
we hear of atomic attack today lit- 
tle more need be said about giv- 
ing blood. 

November 5 will be the day for 
Hartnell College to make a show- 
ing at the blood bank. Ken Van 
Cleave and his assistants are mak- 
ing arrangements to get students 
to and from the blood bank with 
the least loss of school time. 

Transportation will be furnished 
and students will be excused from 
classes. Next week’s issue of P.S. 
will give more information on the 
exact procedure to be followed No- 
vember '5.

Accounting 
Tests Given 
To Students 


The first of a series of account- 
ing tests was given to all account- 
ing students today at Hartnell Col- 
lege. 

The primary purpose of the col- 
lege accounting testing program is 
to help. the student learn whether 
he has the basic interests and abili- 
ties for success in the accounting 
profession. 

It consists of an orientation test, 
a vocational interest test dnd two 
levels of achievements tests. 

The orientation and interest tests 
are taken early in the student's 
studies. The Level I achievement 
test is taken after the first year of 
accounting, and the Level Il shortly 
before: graduation. 

The orientation tests — which is 
stressed in the fall program — 
probes knowledge of works ‘and 
ability to grasp the meaning of 
business material and to use fig- 
ures with facility and accuracy, The 
interest test—an adaption of the 
Strong Blank — enables the student 
to compare his own basic inclina- 
tions toward 27 vocations with those 
.of more than 1,000 successful 
C.P.A.’s. The achievement tests 
measure technical knowledge in ac- 
counting and related subjects. 

Test scores are recorded on.a 
punched card which the gradu- 
ate can show when job-hunting. 

The program, which was devel- 
oped under the auspices of the 
American Institute of Accountants, 
national professional society of 
C.P.A.’s at a cost of more than 
$100,000, also guides counselors in 
advising students, provides student 
and teacher with progress checks 
at various levels in the accounting 
course, and affords a yardstick for 
comparing’ students’ aptitude and 
achievement with those of other 
students throughout the country. 

Since the beginning of the pro- 
gram, more than 170,000 tests have 
been given ‘to accounting students 
in 325 colleges and universities. 
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Bookstore Is 
A Thriving 


Business 


The student store is one of the 
most profitable, although least pub- 
licized organizations in Hartnell 
College. Despite the fact that the 
store receives no advance buildup 
in student bulletins or information 
pamphlets it did enough business 
to amass a net profit of $1,179 last 
year. 

With college comptroller, Mr. 
Frank Pitman, supervising the store 
and its business, the seven em- 
ployees conduct themselves in an 
efficient manner at all hours of 
the day. Six of the store workers 
busy themselves with selling mer- 
chandise, while the seventh, Jack 
Forsyth, supplies the soft drink 
machine between the store and the 
library. 

Of the total profit for 1950-51, 
$843 was cleared by way of the 
employees who sold books, and the 
humerous other items in the store 
over the counter. The other $336 
was cleared through income from 
such items as caps and gowns, and 
soft drinks. ,

Rams Outclass Hapless Hart Eleven 
Running Game Whitewashes Panthers 


The Rambling Rams of Fresno roared to a decisive 32-to-0 
victory over the hapless Hartnell Harts, Friday, October 12, 
in the Salinas Union High School stadium before a small 
crowd of 2,000. 


The show was all Fresno as the Rams took full advantage 
of the injury-riddled -detense of the, 


the game with a great desire to 
pull the major upset ——and a ma- 
jor upset it would be as the Stan- 
ford farm club is loaded and _ fa- 
vored in many circles to cop the 
league championship. 

The Hartnell: wish for 
four-fold: 

(1) The Panthers have suffered 
four consecutive setbacks at the 
hands of Modesto, 27-0, Placer, 26- 
21, Taft, 27-26, and’ Fresno, 32-0. 
The opposition has averaged 28 
points a game to a Hartnell aver- 
age of 11.8 points. The Harts have 
everything to gain and nothing to 
lose, sporting their unimpressive 
0-4 record. This possibility for the 
initial win can motivate the squad 
to great heights. 

(2) Head Coach Ab Wilson has 
expressed his continued faith in 
his ball club and would like noth- 
ing better than to start off the 
league play right by turning the 
tables on Menlo. Wilson told his 
team after last week’s discouraging 
loss, ‘““We have six more games on 
schedule, the league starting next 
week. We can start playing ball, 
still have a six-win - four loss sea- 
son and cop the league pennant 
with the proper fire and spirit.” 

(3) This is “Ye Olde Gaboon” 
week. Menlo, our traditional rivals, 
are out to recapture the old relic. 
The Panthers coasted to a 27-to-7 
win over Menlo last year to gain 
possession of the gaboon, which 
closely resembles an old-fashioned 
spittoon. The Harts plan to pull 
the upset so that the gaboon won't 
have to be taken out of the main 
hall showcase. 

(4) The final reason for the de- 
sire for victory is that the Panthers 
want to show the Salinas area fans 
that they are a better ball club 
than their record indicates. Their 
poor showing has been very evident 
at the box office. Last week's 
crowd was a scant 1,800, whereas 
3,000 to 4,000 usually take in Hart- 
nell’s contests. 

Coach Wilson gave the Panthers 
Monday off to afford them a day 
of rest for their many hurts to 
heal. The squad being small to 
begin with has thinned out greatly 
with injuries and bruises. 

Bad news was received that Tom 
Grant, pass-snagging end par ex- 
cellence, quite possibly will be out 
of the struggle with a sprained left 
shoulder. To further aggravate 
their condition, the Panthers have 
learned that Bob Heintzen, 190- 
pound end, will be out of the con- 
test. Heintzen developed a blood

and spent the previous week in the 
hospital receiving heat. treatments.

Valli, unorthodox as he is, 
throwing the ball off balance go- 
ing backwards, has a great range, 
even on the run and is usually con- 
sistent in his pin-point firing. Dick 
Gularte, tackle, appears to have 
completely recuperated from his 
head injury and will be in there 
fighting. 

Ernie ‘“Herk” -Ferrario, 210- 
pound tackle, is reported to have 
mended his broken rib and may 
possibly see limited action. His aid 
will be a great boon to the thin 
Panther line. 

The Harts will have to cope with 
a strong offensive ball club and 
a powerful defensive squad. Bob 
Pederson; who made second ‘string 
all-Northern California at Palo Alto 
last year, has paced the Oaks so 
far this year. Pederson’s favorite 
target is former teammate and 
end on the first all-Northern Cali- 
fornia team, Merle Flattley.. This 
combination pulled the Fresno 
game out of the fire two weeks ago, 
Menlo won, 18-14, scoring with 
only three minutes left in the ball 
game. The Oaks have also de- 
feated San Mateo’s eleven and they 
copped a 12-6 decision from Con- 
tra Costa West in a nonleague skir- 
mish. 

The Panthers will be out to 
dump the unbeaten Palo Alto team, 
which will be a tough row to hoe. 
The Harts will give away weight in 
botf? the line and the backfield, 
but the Maroon and Gold have 
shown the most spirit since early 
in the season and will have to be 
reckoned with. 

This will be Menlo’s second suc- 
cessive visit to Salinas in the past 
two seasons. They will be out to 
avenge the 27 to 7 stomping given 
them last year. 

The Panthers have been hard at 
it all week, working out the kinks 
of a battered defense and a list- 


Panthers in massing together huge 
chunks of yardage good for five 
touchdowns. The impotent Hart 
offense never did gain sufficient 
strength to put the Panthers on 
the scoreboard. The Fresno 20- 
yard line was only penetrated once. 

Although the defensive’ ball club 
bravely held the Rams to a 6-0 lead 
at the half time, the second half 
saw the roof cave in as it has on 
other occasions. 

Fresno unveiled a fast-charging 
line aided and abetted by several 
fast-stepping and powerful backs. 
Fullback Ron Champanian, 5 feet

small diesel in bulldozing his path 
over stubborn Hartnell linemen. 

Probably even more effective was 
Winston Beasley, a flashy halfback, 
who ran everywhere in the stadium 
except the bleacher sections. The 
colored Fresno speedster was by far 
the fastest man facing the Harts 
this season. He alone accounted 
for as much yardage as the entire 
Panther offense could garner, some- 
where in the neighborhood of 140 
yards. Two Bobs— Williams and 
Rogers — also helped to make it a 
miserable night for -Hartnell. 

The Rams took the opening 
kickoff on the 35-yard line. They 
they put on their first sustained 
drive, rolling to five consecutive 
first downs. Williams tallied from 
two yards out.
